(SBU)  Prime  Minister  Najib  Tun  Razak  expressed  "concern" 
about  the  DPRK  nuclear  tests  to  reporters  on  May  26,  saying 
that  "North  Korea ' s display  of  nuclear  capability  will 
further  heighten  the  tension  in  the  Korean  peninsula  and 
affect  the  whole  East  Asian  region."  Najib  hoped  that  the 
issue  could  be  dealt  with  through  the  six-party  talks  and 
through  the  UN  Security  Council.
